Doctors. 


Doctors have been the fa\orite butt 
of ridicule thruout history. 
The gibe of Voltaire strikes a very 
popular note: “Doctors are men who 
cram medicine of which they know 
little into bodies about which they 
know less to cure d ise a se about about 
which they know nothing at all.” 
As a matter of fact, however, the 
great army of physicians represents 
those who are devoting the greatest 
intelligence toward alleviating the 
sufferings of humanity. 
The regular 
physicians have done more, and arc 
doing more tor the human race than 
all the cults, sects, quacks and fads 
combined, simply because they are 
ort’ tautly studying facts— and are 
w u king in harmony with nature her­ 
self. 
The North western University in a 
recent pamphlet givea some interest­ 
ing data in regard to the advance of 
science of medicine. 
Surgery, sanitation and education 
have lowered the death rate by one- 
third in thirty years, as may be seen 
by the following table: 
Deaths per 1,000 
Year— 
of Population 
1890.....................................19.6 
1900..................................... 17.8 
1905.....................................16.0 
1910................. 
15.0 
1915..................................... 13.6 
1920..................................... 13.1 
The history of medicine is marked 
by many successful campaigns. 
Lord Lister, a Scotchman, laid the 
foundation for modern aseptic sur­ 
gery. 


Louis Pasteur, a Frenchman, made 
the discovery of preventive inocula­ 
tion. 
Emil Von Behring, a aGerman, dis­ 
covered the diphtheria serum which 
ha8 reduced the mortality for this 
disease ninety per cent. 
Inoculation and sanitation are in a 
fair way to remove typhoid from the 
earth. 
In the Spanish-American war 
one out of every seventy-one died of 
typhoid, while in the recent war only 
one out of twenty thousand died. 
Dr. Walter Reed proved that yellow 
fever was carried by the mosquito, 
and General William C. Gorgaa put 
this knowledge in practice in Panama 
and made possible the completion of 
the canal which the French found 
impossible because of disease. 
Roentgen, discoverer of the X-ray, 
and the Curies, discoverers of radium, 
have done much toward combatting 
disease. 
Much remains to be done. 
Pneu­ 
monia, which recently struck down 
the president of the United States, is 
still a problem. 
The scientists know 
the germ, however, and in time will 
find an immunizing serum. 
Insulin has stayed, if not cured, 
the “Incurable” diabetes. 
The maternity record is discourag­ 
ing. 
In 1915 as many mothers out 
of every thousand died from child 
birth as had died in 1890. 
The death rate among very young 
infants has not been very much im­ 
proved. The business of being a baby 
is still the most hazardous job *n 
the world. 
While the death rate of tubercu­ 
losis is decreasing, it still claims 
about one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand lives a year. 
Cancer is probably the greatest 
problem 
in medicine today. 
One 
woman out of every ten over forty 
in the United States, and one man 
out of every twelve dies of this dread 
disease every year. 


Goitre is still baffling. 
Statistics show that diseases of the 
heart carry off more persons than 
any other kind of malady. 
Progress, however, in legitimate 
medicine is steady and permanent. 
It is not unreasonable to suppose 
that time will come when it will be 
a crime to let a patient die before he 
is seventy-five, from a preventable or 
curable disease.— Dr. Frank Crane. 


All Aboard for Hell. 


When you have bern trying to show 
the young wastrel or prifligate that 
he is certainly headed for ruin, when 
you know absolutely that if he goes 
on as he is going he will certainfy 
wind up in tragedy, and when he 
simply laughs in your face, it Is diffi­ 
cult to restrain your impatience, your 
indignation. 
And the world is just such a fool. 
All it has to do is to continue in its 
present direction, and as sure as gun 
is iron there will be. within at least 
twenty-five years, such horror and 
devastation 
as 
history has 
never 
known. 
This is not the croaking of a loose 
imagination. 
It is the conclusion of 
the severest logic. 
Under the old system of ration­ 
alism, of mutual armed preparedness, 
wars occurred with dock-iike regu­ 
larity. 
The last war of all being the 
most terrible in the world’s history. 
In destructive effect, wars increase 
with a sort of geometric progression. 
We have refused to change that 
old system. 
Partisanship cut tho 
throat of the league of nations in tho 
United States. We are still operating 
under exactly the same old system as 
before the last war. 
That It will 
produce another war as soon as the 
nations have caught their breath and 
regained their resources Is almost a 
mathematical certainty. 
W hat that 
war will be like it is as difficult to 
\ 


determine as it is to calculate the 
dimensions and duration of hell. 
Commander Burney of the Britisu 
navy, an officer of high standing, and 
a sober scientist, is responsible for 
this prognosis: 
“An airship leaving Japan could, 
within forty-eight hour*, be destroy­ 
ing San Francisco. 
An airship leav­ 
ing Europe could be a Hacking New 
York in less than fort> hours. 
Sucn 
an airship could drop bomba that 
would wreck the city. 
It could carry 
gas bombs containing gas so powerful 
that any person inhaling it would be 
killed immediately. 
This gas being 
heavier than air would fill all the 
subways and cellars and destroy all 
life therein. 
People would not have 
time to put on gas masks. 
The air­ 
ship could carry germs that would 
spread universal death thruout a pop­ 
ulation. 
These aircraft will be able 
to travel in relative silence as much 
advance is being made in silencing 
the noise of the propeller.” 
Former wars were between armies 
that mad** a defense o ring around 
the country they endeavored to pro­ 
tect. 
AU the fighting was done on 
the frontier. The last war began and 
the next war will perfect the mum 
more effective way of winning the 
conflict by destroying the supporting 
population. 
It will be a war not on 
soldiers alone, but on the women thaf. 
bore them, the farmers that feel 
them and the workers that supply 
them with munitions and food. 
Senators, 
statesmen, 
newspapers 
and others in influential positions are 
pouring out a steady stream of poison 
into the minds of the people, endeav­ 
ouring to prejudice them against any 
world agreement to stop war. 
Unless something can be done to 
awaken the intelligence and con­ 
science of mankind, it looks very 
much as if destiny had in mind the 
experiment of exterminating the ma­ 
jority of the human race and starting 
over again.— Dr. Frank Crane.

GERMANY BY G.O.P 


Relief for American farmers thru 
a charitable gift of forty or fifty 
million bushels of wheat to Germany 
is a plan which President Coolidge is 
said to favor in his customary tents 
tive way and which may bt proposed 
in congress. 
It 
is apparent that 
under the guise of philanthropy to 
the German people the republican 
administration is really promoting a 
scheme to evade its responsibility for 
the serious distress among American 
producers. 
Democrats are w illing, as always, 
to assist the German people. 
They 
feel that the quicker Germany is 
restored to political and economic 
stability the sooner she will become 
,a big and solvent buyer of American 
products, including those of the farm. 
On the grounds of sound commercial 
policy as well as on the basis of inter­ 
national good will assistance to Ger­ 
many would be justified. 
Both the 
Germans who received and the Amer­ 
ican farmers who supplied the wheat 
“in question would rain from this sort 
of intelligent co-operation. 
Republican adm inistration is pretty 
late with its suggestions for a greater 
measure of moral and economic co­ 
operation with Germany and the rest 
of Europe. 
Tile democrats offered a 
program three years ago that would 
have insured the rehabilitation of 
Germany and the other countries torn 
by the war, if adopted. 
This program 
contemplated a prompt peace and a 
speedy restoration of reciprocal trade 
between the United States and all of 
Europe. 
It was scorned and rejected 
by the r* publican leaders. 
In its 
place there was substituted a “ policy 
of Isolation’’- economic, social and 
moral. 
The consequences of this refusal to 
let the United States take a helpful 
{ part in European reconstruction are 
f now manifest. 
They are to be seen 
in the dwindling of American foreign 
trade, compared with 1920; 
in the 
decline of American shipping; in the 
larger competition being met by the 
American exporters; in the industrial 
and commercial stagnation at home, 
and above all, in the deplorable con­ 
ditions on many American farms. 
Having caused all this disaster and 
incurred a grave responsibility, the 
republican leaders are now trying to 
cover their sin of injustice to the 
American people, including the Amer­ 
ican farmer, with a little hypocritical 
charity to Germany.

It is our proud boast that America 
is the land of equal opportunity, but 
there can be no equality of oppor­ 
tunity so long as there is inequality 
in 
educational opportunity. 
Many 
counties are unable to provide schools 
that really educate, and it falls to the 
lot of the state to make good their 
deficiencies. 
This brings up the big 
question as to just how the state and 
the county should share in the main­ 
tenance of school system. 
Governor 
Neff says that education is not only 
a function of the state government 
but its most important constitutional 
obligation. That is quite true but the 
county also has an obiligation in the 
matter, and it is unfortunately true 
that many of our Texas counties have 
laid down on the job. 
In 1918 the Russell Sage founda­ 
tion placed the educational system of 
Montana first among the states in 
the union, with California in second 
place. 
Since that time 
California 
claims to have passed Montana, hence 
it is interesting to note how the 
state that stands first in education 
supports its school system. 
In Cali­ 
fornia practically the entire burden 
for the support of education rests 
upon the state and county. 
Except 
in the cities and separate high school 
districts, district taxes for education 
purposes are the exception. 
On the 
other hand, the state devotes about 
half its budget to education, while in 
the counties about the same per cent 
of the total revenue goes for this 
purpose. 
“California has recognized 
It as a fundamental principle that the 
larger units of taxation such asJLhp 
county and state, rather than the 
smaller unit, the district, should bear 
enough of the burden of school sup­ 
port to guarantee every single school 
district, however poor it may be, a 
decent school, employing a teacher 
with standard qualifications, paying 
her a decent wage, teaching a modern 
program of studies, for a minimum 
period of one hundred and sixty days 
each year.” 
To accomplish this laudable pu r­ 
pose the state legislature drafted a 
measure providing that the state pay 
thirty dollars per pupil in average 
daily attendance in the elementary 
and high school and that the countv 
must match the state appropriation 
for the elementary schools and double 
it for the high schools. 
In other 
words, California spends sixty dollais 
per elementary' child, ninety dollars 
per high school child and a hundred 
dollars per junior college pupil. 


WOMEN ACTIVE IN 
EDUCATION WORK 


Friends of education in the nation’s 
capital are highly elated over the 
action of the National Council of 
Women in convention in Decatur, 
Illinois, which entirely endorsed the 
federal department of education witn 
a secretary in the cabinet, without 
any complications or additions of a 
welfare department to run in con­ 
junction with it. 
“Education might better remain as 
a bureau in the department of the 
interior than be combined with any­ 
thing else,” said Mrs. John Dickinson, 
chairman of the education for the 
general federation of women’s clubs. 
“I firmly believe that if education 
were combined with welfare, it would 
be in a far worse position than it 
now is. 
Education is sufficiently big 
to be made a department with a sec­ 
retary in the cabinet. 
If the United 
States is to keep pace with progress 
of other nations that is w'hat it will 
do. 
To put education and welfare 
in one department would be detri­ 
mental to the best interests of both.” 
“The National Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union is committed to a 
federal department of education and 
education alone. 
And there wTe will 
stand,” declared Miss Anna Adams 
Gordone, its president. 
“To put wel­ 
fare into the department of education 
would be to limit its scope,” said 
Mrs. Ida B. W ise Smith of Iowa, 
chairman of the citizenship depart­ 
ment. 
“It is time to stabilize and 
dignify education by setting up a 
federal department with a secretary 
in the cabinet. 
It never will be time 
to combine welfare with education. 
They are separate, distinct interests.”

In the recent past the interest of 
parents in the schools was not a very 
close or vital one— it was largely an 
academic interest.

the forward movements in education 
and peculiarly American in its origin 
and conception. 
The importance of 
this progressive movement is mani­ 
fest to all who are really interested 
in thee chools and their problems. 
Parents and teachers are organized 
in every state in the union, in Alaska,

organization held in Louisville, Ken­ 
tucky, it was reported that th© total 
membership exceeded five hundred 
and twenty-seven thousand, over half 
a million women and a good number 
of men— all working thru the parent- 
teacher associations to make a better 
citizenship and a better America. 
Parents in rural districts are now 
beginning to realize as never before 
the value of parent-teacher associa­ 
tions as aids in helping them to solve 
their problems— educational, social 
and civic.

From this, it is 
quite apparent that education is get­ 
ting its full share of the revenue of 
the state, and possibly the impression 
grows that we are not getting back 
in good schools that which w e have 
a right to expect from the money 
spent on 
them. 
However, 
let 
us 
examine the matter further. 
It is 
estimated that we had more than a 
million and quarter pupils last year 
on whom we spent $18,643,529, th e 
other $5,809,620 of th e $24,453,149 
educational expenditure going to tile 
institutions of higher learning. 
On 
this basis th e state spent last year 
fifteen dollars per child to educate it. 
When we recall that the state of 
California figures that the state shall 
provide thirty dollars per child to 
educate it properly, it becomes very 
apparent th a t Texas as a state is 
lagging behind in the education of 
its children, in spite of the fact t h a t 
about eighty-five per cent of its total 
revenue is expended for the purpose. 
S uperintendent S. M. M a n s state's 
that to do efficient work, one te acher 
should not teach more than thirty 
pupils. 
If she is paid ninety dollars 
per month, and the state supplied 
only fifteen dollars per student, th ere 
is money enough to rn tithe schools 
only five m onths of the year, and this 
in spite of th e fact that the state 
constitution says that it is the dutv 
of th e state to maintain the public 
schools of the state for a period of 
not less th a n six months in the year.

BETTER TEACHERS 
IN RURAL SCHOOLS 


Recent survey investigations and 
reports concerning adameic and pro­ 
fessional preparation of teachers in 
rural schools shows that there is still 
adrostal shortage of prepared teach­ 
ers 'In rural schools and indicate that 
there la an immediate need of better 
facilities for training an adequate 
number. 
There are two types of 
recognized organizations for the pro­ 
cessional preparation of teachers for 
service la rural communities In the 
f 


Afferent states: Ffirst, institutions 
f secondary grade in which normal 
training classes ate established; and 
second, those of higher grade, namely 
normal schools, teach* r colleges and 
colleges of education in universities. 
Former is admittedly a temporary 
expedient designed . ad continued to 
tiue over a temporary period until 


I he institutions regularly established 
tor training teachers shall be able to 
adj ust their courses and facilities to 
supply specially prepared teachers for 
rural schools. 
Any other function of 
such classes would be unthinkable, 
since it would establish the principle 
of two different standards for teach­ 
ers, one demanding education of the 
secondary grade for rural teachers, 
the other training of higher grade j 
for city teachers. 
Naturally all the! 
believers in democracy look forward 
anxiously to the time when teacher i 
i raining of secondary class is replaced 
by the introduction of regular courses 
in teacher preparing institution of 
higher grade for the training of rural 
I teachers. 
Considering, then, the second type 
of teacher preparing institutions, we 
rind that while the number of grad­ 
uates of such institutions going into 
rural schools is very negligible, some 
progress toward securing specialized 
o/'urses for rural teachers in these 
institutions has been made. Approx­ 
imately one hundred institutions in 
thirty-three states maintain either 
departments or divisions or offer 
courses especially designed for the 
preparation of teachers for work in 
- ural schools. These figures are very 
encouraging. There are however two i 
.serious limitations to optimistic con-j 
elusions based on them: 
First, aj 
large number of these institutions, 
apparently confine themselves in the 
work designed for rural teachers to 
courses in theory; 
only about one- 
fourth of the institutions referred to 
maintain observation and practice j 
schools in which prospective rural 
teachers can learn their work tinder 
normal conditions. Second, a number 
of the institutions continue to give 
courses for rural teachers, entrance 
requirements to which are lower than 
t hose leading to the regular course. 
The immature, relatively untrained I 
teachers profit \ery little by courses. 
in the theory of education unless they 
.^have opportunity for a good deal ol 
, practice in the use of such principles 
’ as they have learned. 
All too fie- j 
quently does the observer visiting the ; 
rural schools find teachers fresh from ; 
summer or other short courses in 
education practicing the same kind j 
of "school keeping” that they prac-j 
ticed before such courses were taken. 
The majority of rural teachers need 
nothing so much as standards and 
ideals. 
They must have constantly a 
mental picture of what a good school 
looks like an<j how it is conducted. 
This does not come from courses in 
theory alone, however good they may 
be. 
Again, principles of education 
however well learned, do not function 
unless the prospective teacher has a 


opportunity to practice their use. If, 
at the end of a normal school course, 
the teacher must serve an apprentice­ 
ship, experimenting with children in 
the school she is employed to teach, 
the normal school is perpetuating the 
very conditions it was established to 
avoid. 
A study recently made of the kinds 
of positions held 
normal school 
graduates indicates that less than one 
per cent of the total output, consid­ 
ering graduates only, go into rural 
schools to teach. 
No recent data 
have been compiled showing what 
percentage of these have completed 
courses designed for the preparation 
of teachers for rural schools and what 
percentage are graduates from the 
regular courses. Indications are that 
of the farmer the percentage is very 
low. 
Even the institutions equipped 
with facilities for giving special train­ 
ing for rural schools graduate from 
these special courses only a small per­ 
centage of the total group. 
Probably 
the greatest service normal school 
at the present time are rendring rural 
schools is thru those students who 
complete the regular courses prepar-. 
ing for teaching in city elementary 
schools and go into thfe rural schools 
for one or two years to secure the 
experience required by dites of en­ 
trants to the city teaching staff. This 
means that the rural schools serve 
as training schools for city teachers 
so far as practical experience is con­ 
cerned with them.

HOW TO BUILD UP 
YOUR HOME TOWN 


Building up a community is every­ 
body’s job. 
The home owner, the 
landlord, the merchant, the minister, 
the doctor, the school principal*, the 
governing board, the civic societies, 
the policemen, the firemen— and in 
fact, everyone with a distinct home 
interest must play his part. The local 
newspaper is the point of contact 
thru which these various elements 
must function and express themselves 
The "old home town publication" is 
a mirror of the life af the community 
— inspiring, suggesting, helping and 
usually sacrificing a grout deal to the 
general work of upbuilding. 
It is 
concentrated reflection of the home 
town interest, as opposed to activi­ 
ties in its midst, whose sole aim is to 
take the home town dollar out of 
town and attach it to the bank ac­ 
count of some foreign corporation. 
The appeal of the foreign corpora­ 
tion for the home town dollar is 
us ally an appea to cupidity camou­ 
flaged as safe and economic buying. 
For the most, part it is made in secret 
—direct by mail— the circular, the 
booklet, the disguised mimeographed 
letter systematically prepared by ex­ 
pert mail salesmen, with the usual 
"follow-ups’’ destined to extract and 
carry away to some distant bank 
account the money of the unthinking. 
The very secrecy of the appeal is 
its own condemnation. 
It is amazing to note how slow is 
the average newspaper reader to ap­ 
preciate the value of frank and open 
advertising. 
Not only in this way is 
the housewife enabled to learn what 
the market has to offer, but in th.? 
frank, open advertisement lies an 
absolute security from exploitation. 
Newspaper advertising is the house­ 
wife’s weekly insurance. 
The day 
has passed when the advertiser dare 
be dishonest. 
The statements in an 
advertisement are shouted from the 
housetops. They are too easily check­ 
ed up. 
They become the guarantee 
of service and of honest dealing. The 
direct-by-mail appeal is like the sec­ 
ret whisper passed from ear to ear 
hut without any general publicity 
that insures complete honesty of 
statement. 
As a rule its underlying 
principle is sinister. 
To supplement 
and become a part of any well organ­ 
ized campaign it has its value, but 
standing a’one it should arouse sn i- 
picion rather than confidence.

LABOR UNIONS OF 
STATE IN MEETING 


Texarkana, Dec. 16.- The natural 
C om m unity of interest between work­ 
ers of the cities and of the farms and 
adhesion of the farm ers to the labor 
organizations in the cities as essential 
to obtaining adequate prices for their 
' 
products were principles advocated by 
speakers at a general meeting of the 
f 


members of the Arkansas, Texas and 
I Oklahoma branches of Farm Labor 
Union, held at the Woodman Hall 
^ h e re Sunday afternoon, as a prelimi­ 
nary to the fourth annual convention 
of the National Farm Labor Union, 
which opened Monday morning. 
Political action as a reinforcem ent 
of economic action thru organization 
was a part of the theme of each of 
the four speakers. The first of these 
was J. C. Thompson, president of the 
Farm Labor Union of Arkansas. 
Ha 
told what the organization had ac- 
~ 
complished politically .and in securing 
of actual benefits to farmers in hi* 
state, and defended all organized 
labor. 
J. P. Russell of Durant, president 
of Oklahoma state union, followed, 
declaring the Farm Labor Union the 
first and only farm ers’ organization 
to work on business principles, and 
therefore the one most likely to attain 
its ends of a fair profits plus cost of 
production. 
Denouncing speculation 
in food stuffs, he said the only tim*’ 
the farm er ever got a decent price fc* 
his products was during the war, 
when speculation was prohibited. The 
Farm Labor Union was not, he said, 
stirring up class hatred nor fighting 
business men or bankers. 
Rather, it 
was recognizing the fact th at this is 
J m/ a day of organization and no business 
can succeed without co-operation. 
Benjamin C. Marsh of W ashington, 
director of National Farm ers Council 
told the farm ers that it was not Wall 


street they needed to fear, but “the 
traitors in farm organization leader­ 
ship who would sell them out.” 
He 
declared Coolidge’s message to con­ 
gress was not to congress, but an 
acceptance cl the nomination already 
tendered him by the chamber of com­ 
merce of the United States. 
W ith a 
railway wage $1,013,000,000 less in 
the year 1922 than in 1920, the rail­ 
ways are still telling the farm ers it 
was high wages that caused hign 
freight rates, but that rates had been 
reduced 
by but 
$130,000,00, 
the 
difference being rail profits, and con­ 
stituting a reason for government 
ownership, for which Mr. Marsh was 
pleading. 


The citizen of the United States 
who will condone and defend th? 
mortgage system responsible for what 
he described as the bondage of the 
farmers is not an American in the 
real sense of the word, W. W. Fitz- 
water of Donham, national president 
of the Farm Labor Union, declared 
Sunday afternoon before the Dallas 
(Open Forum in the city hall audi­ 
torium . 
Mr. Fitzwater spoke at th? 
final session of the year in the place 


I of Dr. S. C. Schmucker, who canceled 
; his engagements in Dallas. 
Robert 
McKinley, secretary of the state fed­ 
eration of labor, who introduced Mr. 
Fitzwater as a “real farm er,” and 
; George H. Slater, president of the 
I state federation, occupied the stage 
with then peaker. 
Mr. Fitzw ater read from Nehemiah 
fifth chapter, from the declaration of 
independence, the American constitu­ 
tion, and from a message to congress 
by Thomas Jefferson when he was 
president, to supply texts for various 
phases of his argument that the farm ­ 
er is enslaved by a system that is 
usurious and wrongful. 
“Some folks don’t know that the 
Bible says anything about a mortgage 
but it does,” the speaker declared. 


“If the system was right, tile Bibl? 
wouldn’t say anything about it. After 
the w ar they kept telling us that 
when the European conditions got 
straightened out everything would be 
all right with the farmer. 
I tell you, 
ladies and gentlemen, that something 
has got to be done here. 
Why does 
the declaration of independence and 
the constitution say anything about 
independence and liberty if we have 
to be dependent on other countries? 
“The farm er signs a mortgage on 
the'Vsrop that he is going to make and 
, thereby he signs himself, his wife, his 
sons and his daughters into a bond- 
' age that is just as much slavery as 
; any th at ever existed. 
If s a shame 
that the people who produce the 
‘wealth of this country have to borrow 
money from others.” 
1 
Mr. Fitzwater told of the attitude 
of the Farm Labor Union of America 
toward other organizations and de­ 
clared that primarily it is a business 
1 body and proposes to take the farm er 
I business out of the hands of the spec 


I ulator and the gambler, seeking to 
obtain for the farm er in return the 
cost of production plus a reasonable 
profit. 
, 
It costs one hundred dollars to 
produce one bale of cotton on three 
acres of land, the speaker asserted 
and two hundred dollars to produce 
the same cotton on six acres, as he 
I said the average this year is. Cotton 
should have brought the farm er forty 
cents per pound this year in order 
that cost of production and a profit 
be realized. 
He predicted that as 
soon as the banks open 1924 credit, 
the farm ers of Texas will resume 
their practice of borrowing on m ort­ 
gages because they haven’t been abln 
to get what is their just due. 


j 
He also described the Farm Labor 
Union's plan of white and black tags 
for bales of cotton ginned alternatelv 
so that the white tagged bales may 
be sold as soon as ginned and the 


black tagged bales held until the first. 
of the ensuing year in order to pre­ 
vent dumping the crop on the market. 
“We must restore the purchasing 
power of the American people,” he 
said in detailing the far reaching 
effects of curtailm ent in the farm ers’ 
purchasing power and its ultim ate re­ 
action to the detrim ent of workers, 
capitalists and the whole people. 
Mr. Fitzw ater left Dallas Sunday 
night for Texarkana, where national 
convention of the Farm Labor Union 
begun its sessions Monday. 
He was 
joined by a number of delegates who 
reached Dallas Sunday en route to the 
convention, which is to be attended 
by more than two thousand repre­ 
sentatives of sub-ordinate bodies of 
the general organization.

Texarkana, Dec. 16. 
The natural 
C o m m u n ity of interest between work­ 
ers of the cities and of the farms and 
adhesion of the farmers to the labor 
organizations in the cities as essential 
to obtaining adequate prices for their 
products were principles advocated by 
speakers at a general meeting of the 
members of the Arkansas, Texas a n i 
Oklahoma branches of Farm Labor 
Union, held at the Woodman Hall 
here Sunday afternoon, as a prelimi­ 
nary to the fourth annual convention 
of the National Farm Labor Union, 
which opened Monday morning. 
Political- action as a reinforcem ent 
of economic action thru organization 
was a part of the theme of each of 
the four speakers. The first of these 
was J. C. Thompson, president of the 
Farm Labor Union of Arkansas. 
H i 
told what the organization had ac­ 
complished politically and in securing 
of actual- benefits to farmers in hi* 
state, and defended 
all organized 
labor. 
J. P. Russell of Durant, president 
of Oklahoma state union, followed, 
declaring the Farm Labor Union the 
firat and only farmers’ organizatio i 
to work on business principles, and 
therefore the one most likely to attain 
its ends of a fair profits plus cost of 
production. 
Denouncing speculation 
in food stuffs, he said the only tim** 
the farmer ever got a decent price for 
his products was during the war, 
when speculation was prohibited. The 
Farm Labor Union was not, he said, 
stirring up class hatred nor fighting 
business men or bankers. 
Rather, it 
was recognizing the fact that this is 
a day of organization and no business 
can succeed without co-operation. 
Benjamin C. Marsh of W ashington, 
director of National Farmers Council, 
told the farmers that it was not Wall 


i street ?hey needed to fear, but "the 
traitors in farm organization leader­ 
ship who would sell them out.” 
He 
declared Coolidge’s message to con­ 
gress was not to congress, but an 
acceptance cl the nomination already 
tendered him by the chamber of com­ 
merce of the United States. 
With a 
railway wage $1,013,000,000 less in 
the year 1922 than in 1920, the rail­ 
ways are still telling the farmers it 
was high wages that caused hign 
freight rates, but that rates had been 
reduced 
by but 
$130,000,00, 
the 
difference being rail profits, and con­ 
stituting a reason for government 
ownership, for which Mr. Marsh was 
pleading. 


The citizen of the United States 
who will condone and defend th? 
mortgage system responsible for what 
he described as the bondage of the 
farmers is not an American in th? 
real sense of the word, W. W. Fitz- 
water of Bonham, national president 
of the Farm Labor Union, declared 
Sunday afternoon before the Dallas 
jOpen Forum in the city hall audi­ 
torium . 
Mr. Fitzwater spoke at the 
final session of the year in the place 


I of Dr. S. C. Schmucker, who canceled 
I his engagements in Dallas. 
Robert 
McKinley, secretary of the state fed­ 
eration of labor, who introduced Mr. 
Fitzwater as a "real farmer,” and 


I George H. Slater, president of the 
I state federation, occupied the stage 
with thes peaker. 
Mr. Fitzwater read from Nehemiah 
fifth chapter, from the declaration of 
independence, the American constitu­ 
tion, and from a message to congress 
by Thomas Jefferson when he was 
president, to supply texts for various 
phases of his argument that the farm­ 
er is enslaved by a system that is 
usurious and wrongful. 
"Rome folks don’t know that the 
Bible says anything about a mortgage 
but it does.*’ the speaker declared. 


“ If the system was right, the Bibl? 
wouldn’t say anything about it. After 
the -war they kept telling us that 
when the European conditions got 
straightened out everything w'ould be 
all right with the farmer. 
I tell you, 
ladies and gentlemen, that something 
has got to be done here. 
Why does 
the declaration of independence and 
the constitution say anything about 
independence and liberty if we have 
to be dependent on other countries? 
"The farmer signs a mortgage on 
the'arop that he is going to make and 
thereby he signs him self, his wife, his 
sons and his daughters into a bond­ 
age that is just as much slavery as 
any that ever existed. 
It’s a shame 
that the people who produce the 
wealth of this country have to borrow 
money from others.” 
Mr. Fitzwater told of the attitude 
of the Farm Labor Union of America 
toward other organizations and de­ 
clared that primarily it is a business 
body and proposes to take the farmer 
business out of the hands of the spec 
ulator and the gambler, seeking to 
obtain for the farmer in return the 
cost of production plus a reasonable 
profit. 
It costs one hundred dollars to 
produce one bale of cotton on three 
acres of land, the speaker asserted 
and two hundred dollars to produce 
the same cotton on six acres, as he 
said the average this year is. 
Cotton 
should have brought the farmer forty 
cents per pound this year in order 
that cost of production and a profit 
be realized. 
He predicted that as 
soon as the banks open 1924 credit, 
the farmers of Texas w ill resume 
their practice of borrowing on mort­ 
gages because they haven’t been abl0 
to get what is their just due. 
He also described the Farm Labor 
Union’s plan of white and black tags 
for bales of cotton ginned a lt e r n a t e d 
so that the white tagged bales may 
be sold as soon as ginned and the 


black tagged bales held until the first. 
of the ensuing year in order to pre­ 
vent dumping the crop on the market. 
"We must restore the purchasing 
power of the American people,” he 
said in detailing the far reaching 
effects of curtailment in the farmers’ 
purchasing power and its ultimate re­ 
action to the detriment of workers, 
capitalists and the whole people. 
Mr. Fitzwater left Dallas Sunday 
night for Texarkana, where national 
convention of the Farm Labor Union 
begun its sessions Monday. 
He was 
joined by a number of delegates who 
reached Dallas Sunday en route to the 
convention, which is to be attended 
by more than two thousand repre­ 
sentatives of sub-ordinate bodies of 
the general organization.

$45,842,985 POR YEAR 


The department of commerce from 
W ashington announces that the costs 
of government for the state of Texas 
« 


the fiscal year ended August 31st, 
ounted to $45,842,985, which was 
a per capita cost of $9.48. 
In 1917 
the per capita cost was $5.00, and 
in 1914 $3.89, the otals for thea*) 
years $22,204,625 and $16,364,780, 
respectively. The per capita costs for 
1922 consisted of expenses of general 
departments, $9.13; payment for in­ 
terest, $.04; and for outlays, $.30. 
The total revenue receipts for 1922 
were $41,858,517 or $8.66 p**r capita. 
the fiscal year the per capita 
excess of governmen al costs over 
revenue receipts was, therefore, $.82. 
In Texas property and special taxes 
represented fifty a'id six-tenths per 
c 
t of the total re enue for 1922, 
fifty-six and six-tenths per cent for 
1917, and sixty-four and five-tenths 
per cent for 1914. 
The increase In 
the amount of property and spec a! 
taxes collected was forty-one and one- 
tenth per cent from 1914 to 1917. 
and fifty-three and seven-tenths per­ 
cent from 1917 to 1922. 
The per 
capita property and special taxes were 
$4.38 in 1922, $3.10 in 1917, and 
$2.87 in 1914. 
Earnings of general departments, 
<- compensation for services rendered 
by state officials, represented four 
and five-tenths per cent of the total 
revenue for 1922, sixteen and seveu- 
truths per cent for 1917, and four 
and nine-tenths per cent for 1914. 
Business and non-business licenses 
constituted two-tenths per cent of the 
total revenue for 1922, twelve and 
five-tenths per cent for 1917, and 
eleven and six-tenths per cent for 
1914. 
The receipts from business 
licenses consist chiefly of the taxes 
enacted from insurance and other in- 
eorporated companies, while those 
t rom non-business licenses comprise 
taxes on motor vehicles and amounts 
paid for hunting and fishing privi­ 
leges. 
The net indebtedness— funded and 
floating debt less the sinking fund 
assets— of Texas was $.85 per capita
